The 26-year-old Englishman is honest enough 
to admit he hasn't played as well as he could have 
since coming to Australia and that South Mel- 
bourne, even before losing three competition 


points, was playing badly. 


He admits all is not well, but fs 
keeping as cool as one can in 
such a crisis. 

Turner's spirit hit rock bottom 
two weeks ago. His confidence 
had bean dented by Souths’ 
points deduction, but it was dam- 
aged even more when he was re- 
placed after half an hour against 
Sydney City. 

Tumer is still wondering how 
anyone could combat City’s 
winger Joe Watson, who gave 
the South Melbourne full back 
such a roasting. 

Still, Tumer is not done yet. He 
talks about his problems not in 
the tone of a shattered man, but 
with brave optimism for what is to 
come. | admire him for his guts in 
this respect. 

“The trouble over my clearance 
had an effect on me, he said. 
“It’s hard to put it ipto the back of 
my mind and get on with the job. | 
feel responsible for losing the club 
the points, although it wasn’t my 
fault. 

*‘l haven't played my best in 
Australia. Even before the In- 
cident with the clearance | 
was having trouble settling in. 
Now it seems the harder f try, 
the worse ! get’’. 

The unfortunate aspect for 
Turner is the attitude of suppor- 
ters. 
“Being new with the club,” said 
Tony,” the fans expact you to per- 
form. I'm going through a bad 
patch and it doesn’t help when 
the supporters aren't behind you. 

“But Frank Munro and Stuart 
Baxter have been tremendous. 
They've tried to pull me out of it 
and give me confidences. It's also 
been good to talk to com- 
mitteemen and some club mem- 
bers, who have told me not to 
worry about what happened.” 

Turner's version of the clear- 
ance crisis throws some new light 
on the subject. it’s possilbe Paul 
Wilding, the former Ringwood 
City and Mooroolbark goalkeepr, 
is the man responsilbe for South 
Melboume’s plight. Turmer ex- 
plains. 

“tt all started when Dave 
Maclaren (South Melbourne's 
manager) approached me in Eng- 
land,” said Tony. “He watched 
two F.A Cup ties in which my club 
Hednesford was involved. 

“lt had only average games, 
probably because word got out 
that Dave was at the games look- 
ing for players to take back to 
Australia. Being watched by a 
manager or a club scout puts a lot 
of players off their game”. 
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However, Maclaren liked what 
Tumer produced during and offer- 
ed him a two-year contract with 
South Melboume. 

“Immediately | answered ‘yes’, 
“said Turner. “| knew it would be 
a great opportunity, as | knew 
there were quite a few famous 
names in the Philips league”. 

Turner then approached Hed- 
nesford and the club said it 
wouldn’t stand in his way. He was 
granted a free transfer. 

Tony began preparing for his 
departure to Australia. He has 2 
wife, Sue, and two children — 
Richard, 8, and Louise, 6 — and 
so had to make quite a few ar- 
rangements. 

Two days before he was due to 
leave, Turner saw Hednesford of- 
ficials about his clearance. 

"| was told a 1000 pound 
transfer fee had been put on my 
head,” said Turner. “In actual fact, 
Hednesford didn't expect to get 
1000 pounds, but hoped to make 
something out of the deal”. 

Without a clearance but with 
the blessings of Hednesford, 
Tumer flew to Australia. 

**f told South Melbourne of 
the situation,’’ he sald, “and 
left it at that. I didn’t hear 
from Hednesford and Souths 
didn’t mention anything. Then 
everything blew up.” 

Turner got in contact with Hed- 
nesford to clarify the situation. 

“Hednesford happened to sign | 
a goalkeeper who had played with 
Ringwood City in Victoria,” ex- 
plained Tony. “The club enquired 
to the English F.A. and found they 
needed an international clear~ 
ance. 

“The club then thought of me in 
Australia and told the F.A. of the 
situation. The English F.A. con- 
tacted the Australian soccer body 
and it was discovered | was play- 
ing without an International clear- 
ance.” 

Presumably, the goalkeeper in 
question is Paul Wilding, who 
played for Ringwood fast season 
but returned to England. 

The points scandal is now 
water under the bridge. Turner is 
hoping the publicity will quickly 
die down and the players will be 
able to concentrate on their job. 

“Even though we lost three 
points,” said Tumer, “the team 
hasn't been in top form this sea- 
son. The potential is there for a 
very good team, but we've only 
put it together in patches. 

“Our confidence dropped when 
the points were taken away. We 
lack belief in ourselves and aren't 
going out to pressure opponents. 

“We've now got to go back to 
the start and grit our teeth. With a 
couple of wins under our belt we 
would be a different team.” 

Tumer is confident South Mel- 
bourne can pull out of the rut the 
club is In, and believes Dave 
Maciaren has the ability to do the 
job. 

“He's working hard, and doing 
all he can off the field. Now it's up 
to us to produce on the field.” 

Turner's personal problems 
may take a while to solve, He was

Australia has a long way to go before it can 
compete on equal footing with Asian giants 
South Korea, North Korea, Iraq and Israel. 


Even China is looming as a big threat, judging from its 1-0 
victory over Iraq last December. 


The strength of these Asian giants is shown clearly by a new 
regular feature in ““Soccer Action”. 


Once a month, from official results received from FIFA, we 
will publish progressive “standings” of all national teams in the 
“Asian” region — from the Middle East to Oceania. 


It is against the countries of this region that Australia must 
play in the 1981 World Cup qualifying rounds. 


Because ‘Soccer Action’’ goes into recess in November 
each year, we will cover results for the 12-month period from 
November to November. 


The inaugural table shows that South Korea and North Korea 
are undefeated since November, 1978, that Iraq has played the 
most games — 12 — and that 1978 World Cup finalist.

Brendan Grosse, a fairly 
nippy centre back, had all sorts of 
bother trying to track down the 
short, thick-set Scot.

Their team is going through a bad patch, and another meeting with 





bovey team Heidelberg is a stumbling block on the road to recovery. 


Tho S.M. Hellas fans don’t 
have to be reminded about 
past results. They have long 
suffered watching their ex- 
pensive team brushed aside by 
Haidelberg. 

The Hellas supporters have 
been living In hope for the past 
three seasons, and as this cup tie 
approaches, are still hoping that 
Souths can record its first Philips 

4, League victory over Grask rivals 
Heidelberg Alexander. 

But it seems likely that Heidel- 
berg’s mastery of South Mel- 
bourme will continue. Hellas ts in 
no condition to break the six- 
game drought. 

And with Heidelberg In good 
form, and threatening to have a 
change in goalscoring luck, we 
could see a repeat of the 5-2 and 
4-1 thrashings Heidelberg handed 
out in the past. 

Heidelberg is more organised 
and balanced than South Mel- 
bourne. As well, Heidelberg has 
match-winning individuals, who 
are in form, whereas Hellas’ stars 
have been fiat this season.
